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Alabama, in the United States prior to the priority date of the above-referenced 
application. The detailed sketch was created in July 2002 by Randy Bartlett, who, on 
information and belief, was involved in designing the subject treadmill. On information 
and belief, the pulleys underneath of the treadmill did not have any means for applying 
resistance to prevent the free rotation of the pulleys. Also on information and belief, 
the quick-link shown at the end of the elastic shock cord was used for attaching 
handgrips which contained weights, so that the amount of weight in the handgrip could 
be changed to vary the amount of upper body exercise desired.
